Washington, July 1 (/P)—If Con- 


gress approves the $3,750,000,000 loan 
for Britain, individual Britons — 
farmer, businessman, manufacurer 
—can't walk into a bank and ask 
for a piece of it. 


Individuals can't borrow from the 


loan. The borrowing will be done 
by British banks. Something like 
this: 
When Americans and Britons sell 


goods to one another, they want to 
be paid off in their own country's 
money: dollars and pounds sterling. 


So American banks keep a fund 


of pounds sterling in British banks 
and British banks keep a fund of 
dollars in American banks. Hence: 


A Briton wants to buy from an 


American — say machinery — and 
he deposits his check for the price 
of the machinery with his own Brit- 
ish bank where he has a checking 
account. 


(His money in the British bank 


is in pounds sterling). 


His British bank then cables an 


American bank where his bank keeps j 
a supply of American dollars. The 
British bank tells the American 
bank: 


Works Either Way 


"Pay the American machine manu- 


facturer, John Smith, so many dol- 
lars out of our dollar fund." 


Jones gets his American dollars 


and the British buyer gets the ma- 
chinery. The system works in re- 
verse if Jones wants to buy some- 
thing from a Briton. 


•The British before,the war al- 


ways bought more from us than we 
bought from them. So they always 
had on hand a good supply of 
American dollars in American banks. 


When the war came and, before 


this country started giving Britain 
lend-lease aid, the British govern- 
ment had to buy planes, tanks and 
other things in this country. 


And the British government—just 


as in the case of the Briton buying 
machinery from American Jones— 
had to pay for what it bought with 
dollars on deposit in American 
banks.

] inches and muskellunges at least 
24 inch. There is no size limit to 
lake trout.

San Francisco, July l (/P) — Ato- 


mic medicine researchers are look- 
ing for radioactive substances that 
will seek out and kill cancer cells 
in the body in much the same man- 
ner that some military projectiles 
guide themselves to their targets. 
Another object of the scientific hunt 
is an atomic particle that will pene- 
trate deeply into the body and 
there exert a force against cancer. 


Neither of these is yet within 


reach but theoretical research and 
laboratory experiments have brought 
them within the realm of possibility, 
Dr. Hardin B. Jones, University of 
California 
Physiologist,

American radium society Saturday. 


Trying for Compounds 


Dr. Jones, who works •with a group 


of 
medical 
physics 
researchers 


headed by Dr. John H. Lawrence, 
said there was some hope for the 
development of compounds essential 
to cell growth with built-in radio- 
activity and a preference for cancer 
tissue. 


As an example he cited nucleic 


acid, one of the esseritial compounds 
of living cells. Rapidly growing cells 
use more nucleic acid than the 
slower growing cells. Since cancer 
cells grow faster than normal cells, 
they use more nucleic acid. 


Another 
possibility, 
he added, 


would be a 200,000,000-bolt proton 
which could5 penetrate the body like 
a bullet but would exert its lethal 
effects only after arriving at a given 
depth.

Unfortunate Results 


The failure of the fourth atomic 


bomb explosion to destroy ships 
wholesale, to "blow Bikini out of the 
water," to vaporize the ocean or 
cause earthquakes and tidal waves 
is no more than was expected by 
a great many experts who already 
knew some of the bomb's limita- 
tions. But their pre-test statements 
seemed to have little effect against 
the great mass of "end-of-the-world" 
propaganda which had been shower- 
ed on people since last August 


The political results may be un- 


fortunate 
Those who have been 


working desperately for peace may 
be deprived of an important wea- 
pon, although it is not necessarily 
a corollary that anything done un- 
der the sway of the atomic hysteria 
which has been sweeping thp world

RUMORS SPREAD 


WORRY AMONG 
GERMAN PEOPLE 


By HAL BOYLE 


Berlin, July 1 (/P) — Every good 


rumor is supposed to start with a 
beer bottle. 


In Germany, however, the beer is 


too watered to float a third of the 
wild and unfounded reports that 
sweep like prairie fires through Ber- 
lin and spread out to the occupied 
zones. 


They have their origin instead in 


fear, suspicion — and perhaps in 
some cases are begun by national- 
istic Germans who still cling to 
hopes of restoring their nation's 
importance by a deliberate but sub- 
tle campaign to split the Allies. 


Whatever the source, gossip mon- 


gers pass the reports on by word 
of mouth, creating discontent and 
worry in a people already fearful 
under the stress of defeat, poverty 
and hunger. 


Berlin, fay virtue of its 11 daily 


newspapers, should be one of the 
world's best informed capitals, but 
actually, it is probably the most 
rumor-ridden. The 
quadripartite 


government is partly responsible, be- 
cause—the people- feeL-no newspaper 
can be fully objective because they 
are licensed by different powers. 


No rumor is too ridiculous to be 


beleived by-some. Here are a few 
recent quotations from, the gossip 
exchange: 


1. That the Americans, British 


and French are going to pull out of 
Berlin, leaving the capital in Rus- 
sian hands. This stirred such panic 
in some German quarters that Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, TT. S. Euro- 
pean theater commander, issued an 
official denial during a press con- 
ference. It was front page news in 
Berlin papers, except those under 
Soviet control:

2. That Britain and Russia are 


on the verge of open war. One 
fraulein was so freightened at this 
one that she declined to make a 
date two days ahead explaining, 
"I'm afraid of what may happen 
this week-end, and I have to be 
ready to pack and flee."

BRITAIN NEEDS 
U.S, LOANS TO 


REGAIN TRADE 


Washington, July 1 (/P)—Why does 


Britain need a loan of $3,750,000,000 
from this country? 


To get back on her feet. Her 


foreign trade was shot by the war. 


Is Britain the only country which 


will benefit by such a loan? 


Government officials here repeat- 


edly have said the loan will not only 
help Britain but us, too, and world 
tratie in general. 


Why? 
Because Britain agrees—if Con- 


gress approves the loan—to end her 
wartime trading methods, which 
had hurt American trade, and to 
join the United States in creating 
a freer world trade. 


If Britain didn't get the loan, what 


then? 


The same government officials 


have said Britain would have to 
continue her wartime trade methods 
which would hurt American trade 
and also world trade. 


Before the war Britain manufac- 


tured a lot of things which she sold 
abroad to help pay for what she 
bought abroad. 


Her merchant fleet, which carried 


a. lot of world freight and charged 
fees for it, helped build up Britain's 
income. - 


Came the war. Her factories turn- 


ed to war work. This meant less 
goods to sell abroad although Brit- 
ain had to continue buying lots of 
things abroad to help fight the war 


And her merchant fleet was shot 


to pieces by the German submarines 
All of this meant less income for 
Britain and therefore put her in 
debt since she had to continue buy- 
ing abroad. 


Fred M. Vinson, now Supreme 


Court Chief Justice but recently 
Treasury Secretary, told a Senate 
committee: 
• Britain has a "new foreign debt of 
more than $17,000,000,000, with $6,- 
000,000,000 damage done by German 
bombs, robots and rockets, and $3.- 
000,000,000 damage done by German 
submarines." 


The Senate committee which lis- 


tened to Vinson, investigated the 
loan, and then okayed it, later said: 


"It will take England 3 to 5 years 


to restore her export trade and her 
services to the point where they can 
provide the imports —necessary for 
the functioning of British industry 
and the subsistence of the British 
people." 


American producers lost money by 


the wartime deal because Britain 
bought so much here and sold so 
little. 


Further, Britain set up other con- 


trols which could prohibit, or limit, 
the import of goods. This, too, shut 
off American trade.- 


And Britain had deals with cer- 


tain countries in which England paid 
for her imports from these special 
countries with pounds sterling. Then 
those countries could use the sterling 
to buy goods from Britain or other 
countries in the sterling bloc. 


If Britain gets the American loan, 


thus building up its supply of dol- 
lars, it-agrees to end restrictive trade 
methods. If it can't it v/!U be forced 
to continue the wartime methods. 


If that happened-s-with Britain 


dealing with one block of nations— 


this country probably Tvould have 
set up a bloc of nations of its ov 
to do business only In dollars. 


Then ttiere'd be, government o 


ficials have suggested, the two tra 
ing blocks bucking each, other. A; 
that wouldn't help world trade.
